Uaptain Richard W. Meade, U, 8. Navy.

On Baturday afternoon Oommodore Richard
W. Mende, while at a law office in Brooklyn,
was stricken by an apopleotio fit, which
paralyzed his limbs., He was borne uncon-
scious to the City Hospital. In about an
hour after his reception in the hospital he
died, having continued unconscious until the
time of his death. Notice of his death was
sent to his family. Commedore Richard W,
Meade was abont sixty years of age, having
been bora in Madrid, Spain, where his father
was representing the United States as Minister
Extraordinary, He was a brother of General
Meade. He has been in the United SBtates
Navy upwards of forty-five years. Ho entered
thavi‘aul Academy in 1826, and soon after gra-
dusting he was placedin command of avessel.
He carried so much sail off Cape Horn in agale
that the vessel was put in peril. For this he
was court-martialled and censured. He was
attached to the frigate Brandywine, Pacific
Bquadron, 1827-30; sloop 8t. Lounis, West
Indis Squadron, 1835-85; promoted to paased
midshipmsn June 14, 1834; commissioned as
licutenant December 20, 1837; Navy Yard,
New York, 1845; unemployed 1849-41; com-
manding steamer Muasachusetts, Pacifle
Squadron, 1853-55. This retarded his promo-
tion, so that when the Rebellion burst upon
the country ho was merely a oomm.nﬁur,
Soon after the beginning o the war he was

Jaced in command of the receiving ;(I::F

arth Oproling, and contisued iu that posi-

sion until 1864, In 18656 he was given com.-
mand of the steamer Ban Jacinto, which was
soon afterwards wrecked on the Florida reefs.
He was then placed on the refired list in
vonsequence, Although his serviee in the
navy ocovered a Jeng period of years
his traits of character were smch that
he was never long enough in active ser-
viee to di h Thimself. He was
noted for hin eccentrieity and excitable
temper, and these were & groat drawback. He
was by no means a coward, and always longed
for aotive serviee; but the Navy Department
was slow to intrust so excitable a commander
with sn im t command. He was
woﬂth{, ba gﬂoo;qa into possession of
valuable land in Florian, begueathed by hia
father. He leaves a wﬂ’a ana three sona, the
latter all in the naval service, one being a
Commander, another a Paymaster, and the
third s Oaptain of Marines. One of his
daughters married Oharles K. Landis, of
Vineland, N. J., another married Mr. Corlies,
of New York. This marriange was violent!

opposed l.rf the Commodore, and out of it
grew a family quarrel, which resnlted in his
incarceration in the Bloomingdale Eunatic
A‘wglnm. Ho was, after a time, released by
iu jeial process as a sane man. After the
ofs of the Ban Jacinto and the trouble in his
fumily, the failed

A N ORDINANCE

To Authorize a Loan for the Erection of &
Bridge acroes the River Echuylkill at Fair-
mount,

Section 1. The Belect and Common Counclls
of the city of Philadelphia do ordain, ‘rhat the
Mayor of Philadelphin be and he is horeby an
thorized to borrow, st not less than , on the
credis of the clty gorporation, from time to
time, such sums of money as may be necessary
to pay for the construction and erectlon of a
bridge over the river Schuylkill at Falrmount,
not exceedlng in the whole the sum of seven
hundred thousand dollars, for which Interest
not to exceed the rate of slx per cent. per an-
pum shall be pald, half-yearly, on the first daya
of January and July, at the oflice of the Clty
Treasurer,

The principal of sald loan shall be payable
and paid atthe expiration of thirty years from
the date of the eame, and not before, without
the consent of the holders thereof; and certifi-
cates therefor, In the vsunl form of cerlificates
of city loan, shall be Lsned in such amonnts as
the lenders may requirs, but not for any frac-
tional part of one hundred dollars, or, If re-
quired, in amounts of five hundred or one thou-
sand dollars; and It shall be expressed in sald
certifioates that the sald loan therein mentioned,
:Iald the interest thereof, are payable free from

taxes.

SBection 2. Whenever any loan shall be made
by virtue thereof, there shall be, by force of this
ordinance, annually appropristed, ont of the
jncome of the corporate estates and from the
fum rajsed by taxation, a sum sofficlent to pay
the interest on sald certificates; and the fur-
ther sum of three-tenths of one per centum on
the par value of such certificates so lssued,
ghall be appropriated quarterly out of sald in-
come and taxes ton sinLlng fund, which fond
and its nccumulations are herchy especially
pledged for the redemption and payment of sald
certificates.

FOR THE BUILDING OF A BRIDGRE
OVER THE RIVER SCHUYLKILL ATSOUTH

GROUND RENTS AND MORTGAGES.

Bection 1. The Belect and Common Councils
of the City of Philadelphia do ordain, That
the Mayor of Philadelphia be and he is hemby
authorized to berrow, at not less than par, on
the credit of the clity, from time to time, one
million five hundred thousand dollars, to be ap-
plied as follows, viz.:—First. For the buil
of a bridge over the River Bchuylkill at Sout
street, elght hundred thousand dollars. Becond.
For the payment of ground rents and mort-
gages, eeven hundred thousand dollars, for
which interest not to exceed the rate of six
per cent, per appum  shall be pald half
yearly on the first days of January and
July, ai the office of the City Treasurer.
The principal of the sald loan  ghall
be payable and paid at the expiration of thirty
yenrs from the date of the snme, aud not before
without the consent of the holders theresf; and
the certifieates therefor, in the usual form of the
certificates ot the Clty Loan, ghall be lssued in
such amounts as the lenders may require, but
not for any fractional part of one hundred or
one thoueand dollars; and it shall be expressed In
sald certificates that the loan therein mentioned,
and the interest thereof, are payable free from all
taxes.
